Perhaps, taking 
into account tho comparative ugo of tho Bap- 
tist, ivo may suppose that tho baptism of 
C'lirist toot piftco six mor.ths niter John he- 
{;:ui his ministry. Tradition, which has se- 
lected tho spot, has also named tbo winter ns 
tho time of tbo baptism. Jesus camo from 
N'uzarcth of Galilee, llarlc i, 9 mimes thu 
tmvn. Wo havo already seen that this town 
wai, nbout fovonty miles north of Jerusalem, 
nail perhaps about tho same distance! from 
tiie plnco of baptism. That spot would seem 
to bo Llio samn us where, in vorses flvu and 
six, multitudes camo to John for biip-sm. 
Probably this was tho plneo already sijpmlhed 
in the history of redemption.

Israelites under Joshua crossed tho rm:r; 
here tiio waters showed tlio power of God 
when they were 
miraculously opened hy 


ElrjuliiuidElishn. No wonder that multitude 
sti!I come, as many travelers inform us, anil 
piun^o into tho waters at this siacred spot, 


V. 14. John's Hesitancy.—John knew some- 


thia^ of Christ's miraculous birth, blameless 
life nail ilivino character. No wonder that 
iiu sbran!; from performing this service. 
.Mrm.' fining ic seemed that Jesus should hcp- 
u;:e Lim. 
Ho folt uiuvofthyto unloose !;id 


Lonl'ssundals, far loss to l»ipti>.o him. This 
liOMUiney is in purfect imrniony wiih other 
ejniii])les of John's marked humility. The 
iin|HM-fi;et.te]iso hero employed shows that it 
was not a momentary act when ho forbade 


Lim. 
Tho word menus that ho tried to hin- 


ilc:' him. As Alfoi-d suggests, thu word im- 
plies active and cuniest preventing with g«. 
l-r.i'cs of hand and tones of tbe voice. 
"\Vlien 


Jusas spoke tbo words which removeil John's 
il'iiibt he immediately obeyed. 
\\"o have 


tliix'o accounts of tho baptism, hut Matthew 
alone tells us of John's hesitiiiicy to perform 
tbo sigiiiHcant net. John already regarded 
him ns the llessiah, but ho wanted and hn 
now received perfect assurance regarding his 
divine anointing-. Why should Christ, tho 
sinless 0:10, submit to tho baptism of repent- 
ance? Tho answer is not far to seek. He 
was made sin for us. Being in tbo likeness of 
sinful flesh, it was Dtting that ho should sub- 
mit to tbe rita intended for sinners. In this 
spirit ho performed many other acts, such as 
keeping the Passover, an observance belong- 
ing especially to sinners. His baptism tbus 
identified thu Lord with those whom ho came 
to redeem. 


V. M. Our Lord's significant answer re- 


moved John's hesitancy. 
The reply also 


shows Christ's design in submitting to the 
ordinance. Had Christ left this act unper- 
formed, something would have been wanting 
n that perfect rip;hteousnes3 which he came 
:o manifest. Ho cfirr.o in our nature notonly 
to die tho death of atonement, but to livo a 
ife of perfect obedience. Baptism is nn act 
of obedience. Standing in our place ic was 
Itting that Jesus should submit to this ordi- 
lance. 
What Christ sanctioned now hy his 


own example he afterward commanded, 
naking it bindinc upon all his true disciples. 
?lie baptism also was an inauguration of 
Jhrist's public and official life. 
Tho "now" 


uggests that tho relation of subjection was 
'rail, but was only temporary and would soon 
;ive place to a truer relationship. 
Christ 


^•cognizes some ground for John's doubt, hut 
Tohn was to acquiesce for good, though tem- 
porary reasons. Tho act is that of Jesus as 
well as that of John. 


V. 10. Went Up StraJghtway Out of the 


Water.—After the act was performed the 
heavens were opened, tlio clouds wero parted, 
iiad tbo spirit as a dove descended. 


As a Dove.—This may be understood of tlio 


shnpo which was assumed, or of ihu manner 
of descent, so far as theso words are con- 
cerned ; but adding what Luke has said (Luke 
iii, 2-J), it is more probablo that tho reference- 
is rather to tho form which tho spirit choso to 
assume. To limit tin's expression to the man- 
noi- of the descent is to do violence to tbo iiat- 
iiral meaning of tho expression. 
Nothing 


could bo more appropriate to tho character, 
life and work of Jesus than this dov'n like 
form. 
John tells us (John i, 32) that "it 


abode on him." It was a permanent possos- 
sioa; thus bo received tbe spirit without 
measure; thun lie was formally anointed for 
his great work; thus ho ofllciaily entered 
upon it. Thon John and others know, by 
testimony from heaven, that ho was the Mes- 
siah. 


V. 17. A Voico from Heaven.—The voice 


ot tlio eternal God was now heard. 
This 


voice would confirm John most fully nnd 
better prepare him for his further relations 
to Jesus, it is possible that the voice was 
heard only by him and by Christ himself. 
Tho term Son waa applied to tho Messiah m 
Psalms ii, 7, 12. 
On two other occasions the 


voice of tbe Father was heard—at the trans- 
figuration and shortly before tho ciiscifixioii. 
A comparison of tho records of theso three 
events by all the evangelists will show that 
on every occasion Christ was engaged in 
prayer, Tbo throo occasions abound in sug- 
gestive lessons.
